BLACK POWER 


Dear Friend, ; 

«The American bigot is smiling....and he has much to 
be happy about, 

“The 1966 Civil Rights Bill is dead. 

‘Northern cities resounded to the cries of ‘Burn the 
niggers! Kill the niggers! Hate the niggers!’ this summer, 
Little black children were beaten mercilessly this September 
in Southern towns while police looked on, 

‘«And, best of all, a wedge is being driven between the 
Negro members of leading civil rights organizations and 
their traditional white liberal support. 

«It would be a banner year indeed for the bigot if he 
could see CORE die in the same year that the 1966 Civil 
Rights Act was killed, 

“The bigot?’s favorite weapon in this fight to split the 
friends of freedom is his use of the term, BLACK POWER, 
As he interprets it, black power becomes black supre- 
macy; black violence and black hatred for the white man, 

‘sBlack power is none of these things to the members 
of CORE, We believe that black power is a very clear and 


very constructive step toward the realization of liberty and 
justice for all, 

‘Black power means the organization of the Negro 
community into a tight and disciplined group for six pur- 
poses; 1. The growth of Negro political power. 2. The 
building of Negro economic power, 3, The improvement of 
the Negro self-image. 4, The development of Negro lead- 
ership, 5, The encouragement of Federal law enforcement, 
6. The mobilization of Negro consumer power, 

‘“‘AS David Danzig wrote, ‘‘The effort to encourage Ne- 
groes to see themselves as a power block, and to act as 
one, is entirely in keeping with American minority pol- 
itics, 

“The Irish, the Italians, the Jews, the Poles and vir- 
tually every other minority in our country have organized 
themselves into power blocks in order to achieve pre- 
cisely the same goals listed above, 

‘¢And yet, now that the Negro hasfinally begun to do what 
the white community has always asked us to do--grab our 
bootstraps, consolidate our political power and act in the 


framework of this democracy to change our own lives-- 
we are faced with a crisis of confidence among our former 
supporters and friends, 

“‘CORE’S attitude toward the white person is very clear, 
We have no wish to exclude the white American from the 
Negro revolution, CORE believes that all good men must 
join together in a common moral and political struggle. White 
men and women have been at CO.?h’S side since its found- 
ing and they are with us now, They will always be with us, 

“The American bigot has also been hard at work cre- 
ating unreal division between CORE and other civil rights 
groups, 

‘ewithout your immediate financial support, CORE can 
die this year, And with it the dreams of the Negro ghetto 
of improving its condition within the framework of our dem- 
ocracy. i 

Don’t fear black power. Encourage and nurture it! The 
kind of America you believe in cannot endure with a power- 
less, isolated slave population in its midst,

Already numerous tenant groups have opened 
accounts for the deposit of rent money in the name of the 

_ group and for the tenant. In reality therefore, the rent is 
paid, but not to the Housing Authority. ; 

A warning has been given by tenant representatives tha! 
tenants need not be intimidated by the Housing Authority 
into believing they will be evicted for putting their rent into 
a trust when they have justifiable grievance with public 
housing, ‘‘When a landlord (Housing Authority in this case) 
fails in his legal responsibilities to the tenant, the tenant 
has a legal right to withhold his rent until the necessary 
improvements are made,’’ 

Candid word between one Hunters Point Tenant Union 
member (on strike) and Housing Authority officials is 
that ‘no person on strike will be evicted,’

The Board of Education, 
City of San Francisco turned 
a cold back on the demands 
of both neighborhood and civil 
rights groups at its regular 
meeting here.

The 
improvement would have been 
only slight and in keeping with 
the present Stanford studies on 
racial inbalance. The demands 
and their spokesmen were 
severely rebuked personally 
by board member Stratton who 
testified that, contrary to their 
testimony, a de facto segre- 
would not be harmful. His 
more personal argument was 
that he, being a Negro, was 
more qualified to speak on 
such matters. It was clear 
that he was speaking for the 
neighborhood school prin- 
cipals.

Discrimination Case 


A San Francisco firm ac- 
cused of racial discrimina- 
tion in refusing to hire a 
Negro as a shipping clerk was 
ordered to cease and desist 
such discriminatory practices 


and pay the clerk $490 as com- 
pensation for the earnings he 


lost because of the company’s 
refusal to hire him. 

The order resulted from a 
public hearing before four 
Commissioners of the Fair 
Employment Practice Com- 
mission who heard evidence 
Oct. 5 on the complaint. of 
Asa M. Smith against the 
Scotty Pen Company, 78 First 
St. The accusation which led 
to the hearing was filed by 
Commissioner Elton Brom- 
bacher after efforts to re- 
Solve the matter privately 
were unsuccessful. 

Smith’s complaint charged 
the pen company and its 
owner, R. J. Morgan, with 
refusing to hire him when he 
applied for a position in De- 


cember 1965, At the hearing, 
Clifton Bond of the State De- 
partment of Employment 
testified that after Smith was 
referred to the company, an 
employee of the firm called 
his office to ask that no Negro 
applicants be referred. 


Morgan told the panel that 
Smith was not hired because he 
lacked adequate typing ex- 
perience, although FEPC con- 
sultant L. E, Bean ‘stated that 
Morgan expressed fears that 
women employees would quit if 
a Negro were hired, 


Any person who has simi- 
lar experience as Mr. Smith 
should immediately apply to 
the Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Commission, 455 Golden 
Gate Ave., or write P.O, Box 
603, S.F. 94101. Compensation 
in terms of monies and a job 
can be awarded for justifi- 
able causes of _ racial 
discrimination. 


I YOUR SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

Subject; A Daring Faith. 

Printed lesson; Jeremiah 32; 
2, 6, 7, 9-17. 

Motto: ‘‘Hear the word of the 
Lord, O ye nations, and declare 
it in the isles afar off, and say, 
He that scattered Israel willgath- 
er them, and keep him, as ashep- 
herd doeth His flock.’’ Jer. 31:10. 

Introduction; The prediction of 
Jeremiah that the judgment of God 
would come upon Jerusalem and 
the city would be destroyed came 
nearer and nearer to fulfillment. 
There was absolutely no hope for 
avertilig the destruction of Jeru- 
salem. lacing that kind of pros- 
pect, Jeremiah still had faith that 
God’s purpose in His people would 
yet be fulfilled. 

The prospect declared the un- 
failing love of God and the cer- 
tainty of a new covenant which 
God would. make with His people, 
when the law of God would be 
written on the heart. Jeremiah’s 
prediction was to find fulfillment 
centuries later in the coming ot 
Christ and the creation of a new 
srael through the redemption of 
christ. 

I, Jerusalem Under Siege. v. 2. 
This verse tells of a determined 
siege laid against the city of Jeru- 
salem by the army of Nebucha- 
dnezzar. Zedekiah had refused 
to follow the counsel of Jeremiah 
and submit to Babylon. Instead, 
he revolted. We learn more of the 
details from 2 Kinds 26, NeBuch- 


adnezzar grew tired of Zebekiah’s 
conspiring with the kind of Egypt 
and the kings of the neighboring 
nations, so that he sent a strong 
force to”blockade Jerusalem and 
thus force the city to surrender 
because of famine. 

Jeremiah had been preserved 
from death at the hands of the 
princes, but he was shut up in 
the court of the prison in the 
king’s house. The prophet had 
some continuing ministry as he 
proclaimed the word of the Lord 
both to the leaders of the nation 
and the people, 

Il, Venture of Faith vv. 6, 7, 
9-15. Jeremiah was shut up in 
prison, but not shut away from 
God. The word of the Lord came 
to him instructing him to redeem 
a family inheritance in Anathoth, 
Jeremiah had the right as the first 
of kin to buy a field from his 
uncle’s son. This he did, paying 
seventeen sheckels of silver for 
the field. The transaction was 
completed and Jeremiah’s right 
to the property signed and openly 
confirmed, Then Jeremiah in- 
structed Baruch to take the papers 
confirming his property rights and 
preserve them safely inanearthen 
vessel, Jeremiah had a daring 
faith in the future because he had 
faith in God. He gave tangible 
evidence to his faith by investing 
money to preserve his family’s 


heritage.

San Francisco’s Negro pop- 
ulation voted heavily in fa- 
vor of additional pay benefits 
for policemen and firemen in 
the recent election, according 
to a vote analysis made by 
the Research Committee of 
the Human Rights Com- 
mission, 


‘¢About 65 per cent of the 
voters in Hunters Point and 
about 58 per cent of the vo- 
ters in Western Addition ap- 
proved Proposition E,’’ said 
Earl Raab, Chairman of the 
Commission’s Research 
Committee, ‘while the eityas 
a whole rejected the prop-‘ 
osition with only a 45 per- 
cent ‘yes’ vote,” Proposition 
E would have permitted long- 
evity and overtime pay to 
policemen and firemen if it 
had been passed by the elec- 
torate, 


Proposition B, the ‘muni 
bond’’ proposal, also received 
the overwhelming approval of 
voters in Hunters Point and 
Western Addition, by about 
76 per cent and 72 per cent 
respectively, although the 
Proposition failed to get the 
necessary two thirds vote in 
the city as a whole, These 


centers of Negro population 
approved the measure in the 
face of a plea by some Ne- 
groes that it be rejected be- 
cause a Negro had not been 
appointed to the Public Util- 
ities Commission, 


“These votes are sig- 
nificant,’”? said Raab, ‘and 
should provide some pause for 
those who are surprised by 
them. Some people, for exam- 
ple--including some firemen 
and policemen--thought that 
there was nothing but hostility 
in Hunters Point Towards the 
police and fire departments, 
especially following the recent 
disturbances, But the over- 
whelming majority of the peo- 
ple in Hunters Point, by their 
vote, expressed the belief that 


policemen and firemen in San 


Francisco deserve a better 
pay break, This does not mean 
that they approve everything 
that the police and fire de- 
partments do; it does mean 
that they are not, by and 
large, hostile to the men on 
the line, Along with the vote 
on Proposition B, it also 
means that they still iden- 
tify themselves with the to- 
tal community and its wel- 
fare,

Editorial 


Politics In Negro 
Community 


Election results indicate 
that there is a tremendous lag 
in political participation inthe 
Hunters Point Community, 
Residents acknowledge the 
need for more power in pol- 
itics, but little else results 
except acknowledgement, All 
definitions of Black Power 
include greater political in- 
fluence, but little is done by 
its advocates except talk. The 
rise to influence in politics 
by the black man remains a 
slow one, 

In the Hunters Point Com- 
munity the rise is even slower 
than that normally expected, 
and consequently leads to the 
question of whether the people 
of this community really be- 
lieve that political influence 
is an effective use of power 
to get what they want? 

Notwithstanding the fact that 
there are no restraints on 
voting here as in many of the 
southern states only 29% of the 
total voting population of this 
area voted, Prior the elec- 
tion many residents could be 
heard to state their feeling 
about Governor elect Ronald 
Reagan, often stating that they 
did not want him as the next 
governor, Three months be- 
fore the election you couldn’t 
find anyone in this community 
that wanted Reagan to be the 
governor of this state, It 
seemed that everyone was 
concerned, but when only 29% 
of the total voting population 
votes it really makes you 
wonder, 

Many residents claim that 
they didn’t vote because there 
was no one to vote for, that 
is, they didn’t want Brown and 
they didn’t want Reagan, But 
I am inclined to believe that 
most didn’t vote because they 
didn’t care, 

It is not difficult to see 
why many of the local resi- 
dents here really don’t care 
about politics, and that is be- 
cause they have never really 
had an opportunity tolearnthe 
benefit of politics, Experi-' 
ences in politics have been 
limited to detrimental and 
negative aspects, The word 
‘politics’? is a dirty word, 
It is the practice of a shrewd 
and underhanded game where 
promises are made and never 
fulfilled, 

But not all the community 
fears politics for there are 
a few who have become mas- 
ters of the art, at least mas- 
ters of the art petty politics, 
These individuals too often 
have ‘politicked’’ their way 
to community leadership, or. 
should I say, ‘in the spot 
light?’’ Because if there really| 
was a community, political 
ability would not be the test 
for community leadership, 
Too often these community 
leaders become obsessed with 
notoriety, attention and com- 
munity power, and completely 
forget the community interest, 
Consequently few of our com- 
munity leaders ever address 


themselves to the need for 
more political participation 
in this community, 
- Leaders Fear Will 
Organization Supersedes 
Personality 


Leaders who speak of ab- 
stract notions of unity of the 
to help themselves, and ded- 
ication tothe community cause 
are often very moving, but 
such verbal notions fall short 
of really remedying problems 
for the Negroes here, It is 
seldom that you hear a so- 
called leader speak to the 
need to get out and vote, or 
to involve and support Ne- 
gro candidates in politics, 
Why? Because deep down they 
fear that political organization 
will supersede their person- 
ality. Leaders have become 
too comfortable, and don’t 
want to be disturbed, Too 
often community organization 
becomes a threat to the se- 


-eurity of a community leader 


and as such is actually dis- 
couraged, But this attitude 
must be discarded and lead- 
ers must begin to organize 
political structures, 


In California the vote has 
done what many thought was 
impossible, it has made aman 
governor of the state that has 
not had one minute of exper- 
ience in public office. And it 


will continue to do things that: 


are not in the interest of the 
Negro community unless our 
community makes its voice 
heard in the ballot box, 


NO REAL POLITICAL 
LEADERS 


Another indication of the re- 
cent election besides the ab- 
sence of participation in pol- 
itics, is the insignificance of 
those few that are presently 
participating in politics, A 
group of prominent Negro 
leaders formed an adhoc com- 
mittee to defeat two propos- 
itions in this city, and they 
solicited the support of the 
Negro communities, But elec- 
tion results indicate that the 
few Negroes that voted did 
not listen to the pleas of these 
supposedly political leaders, 
Election results showed that in 
predominately Negro pre- 
cincts about 76% voted for 
the propositions, It’s true that 
out of the registered voters 
in predominately Negro pre- 
cincts about 92% of them voted, 
and that generally they voted 
for Pat Brown for governor, 
but this doesn’t tell a story 
about the big Negro vote that 
is often alluded to, ‘cause it 
didn’t put Brown in and can’t 
keep Reagan out, True enough 
there is that potential voting 
power in the Negro commun- 
ity, but it remains only a po- 
tential. 

Then maybe the election 
of Reagan is what was needed 
to put the potential into gear, 
maybe we can look for 4 
‘Black Blacklash,” For it 
takes a shock to awaken many

from the grass roots 
by Earl Anthony 


In the next few issues I will be letting the people of the 
Hunters Point-Bayview area know how the rent strike is pro- 
gressing in the Western Addition and Potrero Hill. As every 
week goes by, the rent strike is gaining momentum, This 
week we are starting a crash program in the Western Ad- 
dition, 

The most important stage of this rent strike is the ini- 
tial stage--the organizing stage, This is the stage when you 
get the word to the tenants about the strike, and how you 
intend to keep the money, and how you intend to protect 
them against eviction, In this stage it is important that 
you have door to door contact with each tenant, 

Now, the Housing Authority is supposedly sending out 
little notes in the rent statements, telling about how much 
money they intend to spend clearing-up these ‘housing ghettos,’ 
They are asking the people not to strike, But, you know, 
that this is just a smoke-screen, Some more empty promises, 
But the beautiful thing, is that the people are getting ‘hip’ 
to the Housing Authority, I was talking to a tenant in West- 
side Courts (Western Addition) this week, and she was 
telling me ‘that whatever the Housing Authority spends will 
be too late and too little.’ So we say--THE HOUSING 
AUTHORITY CAN START SPENDING, BECAUSE WE HAVE 
ALREADY STARTED STRIKING, 

The Housing Authority has used some ‘scare tactics.’ 
Their most publicizes blunder, was when our champion of 
the Afro-American (ie, Negro) rights in Housing, Com- 
missioner Hamilton Boswell, said that, ‘tenants who par- 
ticipated in the rent strike would be evicted,’ It makes you 
wonder whose side Boswell is on? Or does it! The day after 
Boswell made this statement to the press, I heard an im- 
portant city official make a statement on the radio--that 
tenants cannot be evicted for participating in the rent 
strike, 

It seems to me, that Commissioners like Boswell, who 
serve at the will. of the people (ie. they are appointed by 
the Mayor, as being representative of the people), should 
support a fight that is being waged by the very people he 
is supposed to be representing, If the people are for the 
rent strike, and Boswell opposes the rent strike, as a mat- 
ter of simple logic, Boswell must not be for the people, 

I feel that Commissioner Boswell, with his influence, 
could make Eneas Kane’s administration start hearing and 
doing something about the tenant’s complaints, But Boswell 
has to join the side of the tenants, because they are watch- 
ing and analyzing his every move--making their judgement 
as to whose side he is really on, 

Kane’s administration is playing that oldfamiliar ‘game.’ 
They have refused to recognize the rent strike. They have 
been careful to make no public comments (except for Bos- 
well’s blunder), and they have not attempted totry to work out 
an agreement with the tenants, to solve some of the deplor- 
able comditions in this ‘‘housing’ghettos,’? They sit back and 
act as if the problems don’t exist, They sit back and act as 
if the rent strike doesn’t exist, All the while, they are draw- 
ing their paychecks from the money the tenants put into the 
Housing Authority by paying their rent, 

However, the problems in public housing do exist! 
The rent strike is very much in existence, Kane and Bos- 
well had better recognize this problem, and quick, and had 
better start addressing themselves to these problems,

Some months ago Willie Thompson asked in a commen- 
tary in the SPOKESMAN if the «‘Redevelopment Agency was 
for or against us?’’

Point, you tell us! 


Just one month ago, the Mission Council on Redevelop- 
ment printed in their paper, MACHETTI, concerning Hunters 
Point, that the people had been ‘sold out.’? The writer could 
have given no finer and clearer warning, but even then it 
was too late, 


Some years ago Chavez Ravene in Los Angeles, land 
solidly promised and ‘‘guaranteed’’ by law for public housing 
use, was easily taken for private use, And, it can and is 
happening to Hunters Point, In fact, in nearby Candlestick 
housing project, land formerly occupied with temporary type 
public housing units, Blankenship and Gillette, is now 
being used for private dwellings, 


Is the so-called joint relationship between tenants and 
residents and other community representatives inthe Hunters 
Point-Bayview and the San Francisco Redevelopment Agency 
in reality one of the neatest fronts for downtown subterfuge? 
Have these community representatives been taken? 


The recent announcement in concert with Justin Herman & 


of the S.F. Redevelopment Agency that 3,000 units are to 
be built in the Hunters Point area is almost staggering. One 
can only guess that such units would be some sort of high 
rise apartments typical of other hills in the City. This 
alone is in direct contrast to the large majority of children 
and youth that now populate the hill, These young persons 
now need at least twice the area they now have to play and 
live in, Obviously in the ‘future’ units are not meant 
for families with children, 


To date do the people really know if low-income per- 
sons and families will be able to continue to live in Hunters 
Point?. What about the Demonstration Cities project? What 
does the Housing Authority have to say? If there are to be 
public assisted units built, how will the social stigma now 
attached to public housing be erased? And what will happen 
to the extremely inadequate ‘‘new-permanent-low-income’’ 
units of the Housing Authority in Hunters Point? Will these 
unfortunately be left standing? These and other questions 
must be answered before long, before its too late,

He was recently guest speaker at San Francisco City 
College where he gave a speech onthe beauty of black women, 
Rush notes that he has given several speeches for the Afro- 
American Association of which he is a leading member. 
Also to be noted is a speech that he gave for the Young 
Women’s Republican Club where he overwhelmed the audi- 
ence with his ideas on ‘unity,’’ The speech was also noted 
in the exclusive Sacramento Newsletter, and other local news 
media, 

Surprisingly Rush was the organizer of a T,V,panel

Men in Hunters Point Prove 
They Want Work 


At the Hunters Point Area EOC Office at 1449 Mendell 
Street, some 100 to 150 men ranging in age from 21 years 
and up, meet five days a week at 6 a.m. in hopes of being 
sent out to do longshoreman work. 

The ‘‘crash’? program, which it is preferrably called, 
came as a result of the death of a Hunters Point youth who 
was fleeing from a suspected stolen car. The incident 
triggered a three-day disturbance in the area. 

There were other jobs and propositions offered the 
young men after the disturbance, but many of the commun- 
ity leaders and the young men thought little of the jobs. 
Most of the jobs that were offered only paid $1.25 to $1.35 
per hour. Many of these fellows felt that a job of this nature 
was not worth going to. The job did nothing for their morale 
nor did it make them feel the men that in reality they actually 
were, After interviewing many of these fellows, it was obvious 
that these men wanted jobs that were meaningful, jobs that 
would let them take their places as men and jobs that would 
gain for them the respect of their families. As many of 
the men stated, a job paying $1.25-$1.35 an hour could not 
do this. i 

Many of these men who are extra (men on the waiting 
list that replace regulars who have excessive absences 
without excuses) work one or two days a week. Regulars 
(men who were the first to sign up for the jobs and have 
permanent numbers) get to work three and four days a week. 
All of the men agree that working only part of a week at 
$35 a day will beat working at $1.35 per hour any day. 

Presently, there are 133 men registered on the regular 
list and approximately 30 men registered on the extra list. 
About 70-113 men are sent. out daily to do casual labor. 

According to Rayford Riley, Intake & Referral Assistant, 
the men are very cooperative. With the crowd that is in every 
morning, discipline is no problem, the men discipline them- 
selves, 

The project is headed by Mrs, Lillian Harrison, Co- 
ordinator-Job Counseling. She is assisted by Mrs. Evelyn 
Evans and Rayford Riley, both Intake & Referral Assistant.

You have probably written a letter than many people 
besides you would like to have the answer to. There is much 
to learn from a visit to Planned Parenthood and it is dif- 
ficult to remember all of it after just one visit, 

There are several things you can do; 

You can go back to Planned Parenthood any time and 
listen to the nurses lecture again, The fee that you paid at 
your first visit entitled you to return as often as you need to 
for a whole year, 

You can call or come in to talk alone to the nurse or 
other medical staff members at Planned Parenthood to clear 
up any misunderstandings, Planned Parenthood workers are 
there to help you and to make certain that you understand 
exactly how to use your chosen method of birth control. 

Patients are usually given written instruction sheets 
telling you how to take the pill, how to use the foams or 
jellies or diaphram, or what to expect if you have had the 
Loop inserted, If you have any questions about these, our 
staff can clear them up and perhaps give you other book-

Religion is both a quest and an achievement. It is a move- 
ment of life which, by turning outward, enriches and deepens 
the inward areas of personality. 

Many people who have respect for religion, and a sense 
of its importance, do not have much respect for the church. 

Often they neither enjoy going to church nor see any 
reason why anyone else should go. 

Let us ask first how one should attend church, and this 
may throw light on why one should attend, 

Our church services are not by any means all that they 
ought to be. One finds poor preaching, bad music, antique 
theology, ugly architecture, hypocritical people--almost any- 
thing you wish to say. 

But one feels there is also sincerity, beauty, devo- 


. tion, depth, earnestness about moral values, What you per- 


sonally find in church depends in part (though not wholly) 
on what you look for. ‘a 

It is a mistake, however, to judge a service wholly by 
its sermon--as if nothing else mattered. 

We go to church primarily to worship God, not pri- 
marily to listen to a discourse; and even a poor sermon 
can give us the occasion to enter into the presence of God. 

The church is the chief conserver of spiritual values, 
and it is the institutional embodiment of our Christian 
heritage. 

The church has fostered the spread of education through- 
out the centuries; it has nourished the spirit of democracy; 
it has built moral attitudes into the lives of millions of 
persons; it has made people more humane in the treatment 
of the weak and the underprivileged; ithas goaded consciences 
to abolish slavery; it has lifted the position of women and 
children. ' ‘ 

To turn our backs on the church is to cast off.our 
cultural parentage. Go to some church, and often; and God 


bless you. 
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to know important matters about his body, Later on he will 
want to know where babies come from, where he came 
from, and a host of other things.

At each stage of childhood children will ask questions 
which will need to be answered.

If you have not talked with your girls all along 
the way and answered their questions at each stage of their 
development, it may be harder to have them be frank with 
you now, But it is very important that you do talk with them 
now.

CONSUMER HINTS 


THE FRIENDLY NEIGHBORHOOD GYP ARTIST 

You can keep from being cheated by the gyp artist... 
one way is to shop in more than one place for anything you 
buy. Speak up when you think you’ve been gypped... Don’t 
just chalk it up to experience ... don’t be afraid to make 
yourself heard (good for the lungs anyway). 

Protest first to the seller (if he’s still around) ... per- 
haps it was just a mistake. He may want to make a fair 
settlement. But, if the seller won’t do anything, call the 
Better Business Bureau (call 781-3822!). Write or phone 
radio-TV stations or newspapers that carry his advertising 
(you’d be amazed as to what results you will get). Then see 
your District Attorney or the Attorney General’s office 
‘state or federal) ... it’s their job to go after people who 
break laws. 

If you buy something that’s been sent from one state 
to another, the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) may be 
able to act. Just write to the Federal Trade Commission, 
Washington, D. C. Give facts (proof of fraud or copy of 
ad) ... just being mad doesn’t help. The FTC fights only 
those schemes that hurt the public ... not private disagree- 
ments, FTC can stop important frauds. 

All these agencies act and exist-to protect the public-- 
to stop fraud--it’s not their job to help you get your money 
back. ‘But sometimes their activity may help you, don’t pass 
them up! 

WHAT INTEREST COSTS YOU 
_ How much is the true annual interest? 

Did you know that if you pay 1% a month (on the unpaid 
balance) that it means 12% a year (or $12 for each $100 
you use for a year), Or that 8% a year (added to your loan) 
figures out to 15%, Or even 8% a year (subtracted from your 
loan) comes out to be 17%, And 1% a month (on total loan) 
is more like 22% interest. When they say you will pay $6 
a motith on a $100 loan, with two years to pay, you will 
end up paying 42% interest. And if you pay $1 a week ona 
$50 loan, two years to pay it will cost you 107% interest. 

Don’t be fooled! Money is not cheap! When you borrow, 
it costs a lot more than you can at first imagine. Sometimes 
a good down payment type trade-in is in reality nothing but 
a giveaway of your money.

LETTER TO 
THE CHIEF 


“‘A recent article (Sat., Oct. 29th, S. F. Examiner) 
by E. Lenn called ‘‘Cop Accused In Gun Play For ‘Joy 
Girl’ ’? seems to be not only poor journalism but extremely 
damaging to the entire image of the police in this city. 

‘To be blunt, it is an outlandish and unfounded attack 
on one of the most outstanding units of the San Francisco 
Police Department, the Community Relations unit, and one 
of its most outstanding officers, Officer Lindsay-Chrenshaw. 

‘‘Nowhere does the article state exactly or justify its 
sources or grounds for what can only be best termed as 
malice and spite in a personal attack on the integrity of an 
officer of the law and innuendo against a unit of the police 
department. 

“‘For some time many of us have seen and heard of 
the extremely negative sentiment and resentment held by 
many persons in the Department against this particular and 
very unique department-unit. This in itself is very tragic 
in light of the great and lasting accomplishment in the field 
of human relations that has and is continuing to be done by 
the Community Relations unit. 

‘In light of this recent attack one therefore is quite 


disturbed by the silence of the Police Commission as well 


as your own. Though the charges and alleged facts of the 
case ‘‘against’’ the officer might be considered newsworthy, 
the particular treatment given them by the above mentioned 
article is very close to liable and purely contrived defama- 
tion of both the officer and his unit. I therefore ask, why the 
silence? Why was the information released to the press in 
this manner? 

“But more than this, there are racial overtones that 
cannot and are not going to be overlooked by some. Rumor 
has it that the one or two men, who happen to be white, who 
were involved in Oakland have not been charged. Now of 
_the conclusions that could be therefore drawn, many and most 
might be mere assumptions way beyond any realm of the 
truth. But such doubts and ideas may, and probably have, 
arise. Can we let this happen? 

“The work that Officer Chrenshaw has done while his 
unit has been related to the Bayview-Hunters Point Anti- 
Poverty office has been invaluable. In the duration of his 
work much has been done to further the good relationship 
between his unit, the police and the community, Much has 


been done, and more we hope can, to secure a better under- 


standing and role of law and order in this and other com- 
munities, And the number of persons generally aided would, 
I believe, gladly testify to the integrity and performance of 
Officer Chrenshaw’s police duty to further the cause of 
better police community relations. 

“‘A great deal of what has been done in many of the 
minority communities in the field of better relations and 
understanding can be blamed on the San Francisco Police 


Community Relations unit. That is their only crime, being a ’ 


success! 
“Therefore, in light of all these things I cannot under- 
stand why such an attack is as of this date still going un- 
answered. In a much different and recent case a majority of 
your own department and citizens came out for an officer 
who shot, whereas here we have a San Francisco Police Of- 
ficer WHO WAS SHOT AT and now he has to face charges. 
“Under all circumstances, my neighbors and I have 
great confidence in both Officer Chrenshaw and all other 
members of his unit. We have seen them in action and can 
testify of their being needed and even strengthened. We 
deeply hope that they can continue their work, especially 
Officer Chrenshaw, in‘this community and other ecommun- 
ities. If all officers in your police department had as much 
insight and human regard and compassion as do those in 
the Community Relations unit there would be no need to 
worry about anti-police attitudes among some citizens. 
“*T conclude by calling upon you to take some action to 
better qualify the present situation; to punish the original 
perpetrators of these misrepresentations against Officer 
Chrenshaw and his unit; and lastly assist in seeing that 
full restitution be made for all damages to the officer can 
be made.

EMPTY PROMISES 
Housing Authority-PG&E 


Many months ago the aroused residents of the Harbor 
Slope project in Hunters Point under the leadership of the 
Progressive Citizens Club campaigned for an improvement 
of the arrangement between the PG & E and the Housing 
Authority. Presently this particular project is one of a few 
which pays its own gas and electricity. For years resi- 
dents have complained of odd andexcessive billsfrom PG & E, 
The only reply that has come from the Housing Authority 
has been that this direct billing procedure was experimental 
and that they were studying it. 


After weeks of calling, the residents finally managed . 
to gain a meeting with Housing officials. They were told 
that within a short period the residents would have an 
answer. Their demand is that they be treatedlike other resi- 
dents under the Housing Authority and have their rent absorb 
the utilities in their rent. 


The short period has been up long ago, and as usual 
“empty promises are all we have,’’ reflected one resident, 


Residents have pointed out that often they are billed 
even though they were not at home (i.e., over the usual 
minimum), Others have shown that meters are not being 
read, mainly because they were disabled, 


A previous article in the SPOKESMAN suggested a 
conspiracy between the Housing Authority and PG & E. 
This might be true. Recently one resident reported that one 
month their gas bill read that they had used no gas (given 
a minimum charge). The following month the bill was up 
1000% despite their heater has been out permanently (faulty) | 
and they swear no increase in their normal cooking (stove)
